troduced by Representative Metzger of 
Cuyahoga county, at Mayor Johnson's 
request, deals exclusively with the 
street railway franchise question, and 
like the other measures, seeks to en- 
large the powers of the municipality. 
It provides that by a majority vote of 
the people of a municipality, the pro- 
visions of existing franchise laws re- 
quiring prior application for a fran- 
chise, formal bidding, and th»: obtain- 
ing of consents from a majority of the 
property owners along a proposed 
route, may be set aside. 


In other words, the city council may. 


grajit a franchise to any individual or

at the expiration of any grant or re- 
newal of a grant the city shall have 
the power to "appropriate the tracks, 
poles and wires and other fixtures nnd 
appliances stationed or maintained In 
the streets and used in the operation 
of a street railroad" in the event that 
a majority of the voters shall declare 
In favor of municipal ownership and 
operation.! 


If the city appropriates the property 


of a street railroad company the price

Senator Dryden 


is president of the Prudential Insur 
anee Company of America and succeed 
ed the late William J. Sewell in tbt 
senate In 1JMK!. His bill is the result of 
jears of study of the subject. Its key 
note is publicity. Its provisions resem- 
ble in many respects those of the na- 
tional bank net. It places the life in- 
surance companies under the jurisdic- 
tion of the department of commerce 
and labor, with a comptroller of insur 
anee in charge of them. 


Senator Dryden was born near r.irm- 


Ingtoti, Me., in 1809 and holds several 
degrees from Yale university. He nev- 
er belli public cilice until he entered the 
senate. As n young man he experi- 
mented in fire insurance, and ho once
